The killer of a Florida Depart- 
ment of Education official and 
his 12 year-old daughter In their 
fashionable home left no clues 
and Sheriff William Joyce said 
today no motive had been found.

Meet East Miami Beach. 
That's what some tourists are 


calling this tropical island boom 
town - not without reason. 


The 
expensive 
beachfront 


strip, inevitably christened the 
"Gold Coast," is packed with 
high-rise honeycombed cubes - 
hotels and apartment houses - 
swarming with people in shorts, 
sandals, sports shirts, straw 


Ashford Avenue, a sister of 


Miami Beach's Collins Avenue, 
snakes through a maze of car 
rental lots, hot dog and refresh- 
ment stands, fancy beachwear 
stores, 
discotheques, 
drug- 


stores, liquor stores and many 
of those intimate, closet-sized 
nightspots. 


Proclaiming "the bagel has 


gone Latin," an all-night sand- 
wich shop offers "bagelito com 
pleto" - little bagel complete. 


San Juan Spanish is colorfully 


laced with Americanisms; waf- 
fles, 
shopping center, beauty 


shop, parking lot, layaway plan 
cheeseburger. 
The 
Spanish 


equivalent seems either ignored 
or unknown. 


Puerto Rico is part of the 


United States and its people are 
no less American citizens than 
those of the American South- 
west, 
once a part of Spain, 


where the Spanish language is 
just recognizable under thick 
coatings of Anglicisms. 


The American relationship — 


Puerto Rico is a voluntarily as- 
sociated 
commonwealth — is 


stimulating 
changes 
among 


Puerto Ricans themselves and 
their traditions. The trend is 
toward total immersion in U.S. 
culture. 


Nationalists 
and 
pro-inde 


pendence 
groups, a minority, 


oppose this. The Tourist Board, 
on the other hand, wants to ex- 
pand the influx of visitors. It is 
out to preserve as a lure what 
remains of Spanish culture. 


Old San Juan, what is left of 


the original walled city founded 
in 1521, with thick-walled for- 
tresses and narrow, 
cobbled 


streets, is the last bastion of a 
colonial era in this 100-by-35-, 
mile island. The old city's seven 
square block are jammed into 
a finger of land jutting into the 
Atlantic. La Fortaleza, a fort 
built in 1533, is still standing. 
The more familiar El Morro 
went up six years later to guard 
the harbor entrance. Balconied 
houses 
and 
winding, narrow 


streets evoke images of 16th 
century Spain's daring. 


The 
commonwealth 
bans 


modern construction in Old San 
Juan 
and helps restore old 


buildings for use as apartments 
or small restaurants and shops. 


But even here one gets the
